Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  December  31st  1955* 

This  is  my  first  full  year  with  you  as  Medical  Officer. 

It  is  with  regret  that  one  has  to  record  that  Mr.  Dodd, 
your  former  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  was  not  able  to 
resume  any  duty  since  the  last  report.  His  continued 
ill-health  caused  his  retirement  in  May  and  his  death 
during  the  Autumn. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  sho w  a  slightly  increased  Birth-rate,  but  a  rather 
larger  increase  in  the  Death  rate.  The  actual  Births  were 
106  against  101  in  1954-  and  the  actual  deaths  121  against 
101  in  1954- .  There  were  no  infant  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  largest  single  cause  of  death  was  malignant 
growths;  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  coming 
quite  a  close  second.  Deaths  from  motor  accidents  occurred 
in  two  cases  and  two  more  occurred  from  other  accidental 
causes • 

There  were  again  no  maternal  deaths.  In  the  realm  of 
infectious  diseases  Measles  and  Scarlet  fever  accounted  for 
between  40  and  50  cases.  Thirty  nine  cases  of  Dysentery 
were  almost  all  accounted  for  in  an  explosive  outbreak  in 
one  school.  Certain  adjustments  to  the  routine  of  the 
midday  meal  in  this  school  were  made  as  a  result.  There 
were  six  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year, 
three  of  which  went  into  hospital  for  treatment. 

I  am  glad  to  record  only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis. 

There  was  no  death  from  this  cause.  Let  us  hope  that  with 
the  advent  of  the  new  immunising  procedure  we  may 
ultimately  see  this  disease . reduced  to  vanishing  point  as 

has  proved  the  case  with  Di^ther ia.  I  would  reiterate  as 

last  year  that,  though  this  latter  disease  is  hardly  known 
now,  it  is  quite  imperative  that  we  keep  up  the  immunisation 
of  our  young  children  in  order  to  keep  it  away. 

The  representation  of  defective  housing  property  for 
closure  and  demolition  orders  started  under  the  new  Housing 
Act  in  1955  and  a  survey  has  been  made  covering  the  district. 
Due  to  our  action  one  of  the  slaughter  houses  in  the  town 

had  very  material  improvements  made  in  the  early  part  of 
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the  year. 

My  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  are  extended  to 
Mr*  Arthur  Johnson  who  has  worked  hard  and  loyally  during 
1955  when  the  Public  Health  Department  was  reorganised 
separately  from  that  of  the  Surveyor.  Also  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  committee  for  their  interest  and  help.

MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


The  area  of  the  district  is  2,272  acres,  it  is  divided 
into  five  wards,  viz,:  Poulton  North,  Poulton  East,  Poulton 
West,  Hard  horn  and  Car  let  on.  It.  is  bounded  on  the  North  side 
by  the  Urban  District  of  Thornton-Cle veleys ,  on  the  East  and 
South  by  the  Parishes  of  Singleton  and  Hardhorn-with-Newton, 
and  on  the  West  by  the  County  Borough  of  Blackpool. 

The  district  is  mainly  residential,  and  most  of  the 
industrial  population  is  employed  by  agriculture,  the  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries,  the  British  Railways  and  the  Building 
Trades . 


The  area  is  supplied  with  good  and  wholesome  water  by 
the  Fylde  Water  Board.  The  whole  of  the  area  is  sewered  on 
the  combined  system;  the-  sewage  is  carried  by  gravitation  to 
storage  tanks  situate  on  skippool  Marsh,  and  discharged  into 
the  River  Wyre  Estuary  on  the  ebb  tide.

School  Clinic  Sessions  are  held  twice  weekly  on  Tuesday 
and  Friday  mornings  and  a  Child  Welfare  Centre  Session  every 
Tuesday  afternoon  in  the  Church  Hall,  Vicarage  Road,  by  the 
School  and  Child  Welfare  Department  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council. 

The  nearest  Centres  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal 
Diseases  are  at  Victoria  Hospital,  Blackpool,  and  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Preston. 


HOSPITALS  . 

There  is  no  hospital  situated  within  the  district.  For 
general  cases  the  main  hospitals  used  are  the  Blackpool 
Victoria  and  Wesham  Park  Hospitals  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde 
Hospital  Management  Committee  and  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary 
of  the  Preston  and  Chorley  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

Infectious  diseases  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Devonshire 
Road  Hospital,  Blackpool,  excepting  cases  of  tuberculosis  and 
smallpox.  Main  provision  for  tuberculosis  is  at  Elswick 
Sanatorium.  Accommodation  for  smallpox  is  provided  by  the 
Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  the  Ainsworth  Smallpox 
Hospital,  Near  Bury.

There  are  two  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  licenses  of 
both  slaughterhouses  were  subject  to  notices  under  the 
third  Schedule  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act  195^  requiring 
improvements  and  repairs  to  make  them  comply  with  Section 
13  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1938# 

Neither  notice  was  complied  with,  but  as  satisfactory 
progress  had  been  made  in  one  case,  an  extension  of  time 
was  granted  to  complete  the  necessary  work,  which  were 
completed  satisfactorily.  In  the  other  case  the  license 
was  cancelled,  and  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  against  the  Council fs  decision  was  dismissed. 

This  last  slaughterhouse  remained  unlicensed  from 
February  to  May  when  an  application  for  renewal  was 
granted  as  the  works  specified  in  the  notice  had  been 
completed  and  the  slaughterhouse  was  suitable  for  use. 

Meat  inspection  and  the  administration  of  the  Acts, 
byelaws  and  regulations  in  connection  with  these  slaughter¬ 
houses  have  been  carried  out  daily.
